Away From Clubs, Cans

What would you do and how 
would you react if suddenly all 
that you are accustomed to as an 
average American housewife 
were whisked away from yoa 
and you stood appliance-less and 
car-less, though not husbandless, 
in a foreign country?

Would you moan and whine 
about having to take a bus to do 
all your grocery shopping; spend­ 
ing hours shopping from stall 
to stall; cooking over a non- 
modern stove; having no tele­ 
phone to waste away your day, 
no miraculous TV dinners to 
shove into an oven when you're 
in one of your hurry hurry 
binges?

Or would you do as this wife 
did?

From Italy writes Mrs. M.J.K.:
"I am an average American 

housewife, transplanted from the 
world of two automobiles. PTA 
meetings, and bridge club and 
dropped into a very different 
life in Italy.

"Last spring my husband de­ 
cided to quit a very good job as 
a salesman and enroll as a medi­ 
cal student at the university 
here. In three weeks' time we 
sold our belongings, our furni­ 
ture and our house, packed up 
our three children and the dog 
and descended upon Italy.

"This was quite a shock both 
to the Italians and to us.

"But we are now packed into 
a nice little apartment here, our 
children are going to the Italian 
public school, and I no longer

have the pleasant diversions of 
my own car, or the neighbor­ 
hood supermarket, or any auto­ 
matic devices that left me time 
for the usual morning kaffee­ 
klatsch, bridge games and all the 
rest of the time-consuming activ­ 
ities of American suburbia

"And I find suddenly that my 
life has never been so full or so 
contented as now.

"I am learning to live as the 
Italian wives do, traveling on the 
city buses, shopping at the fruit 
and vegetable stalls and barter­ 
ing with the merchants. I am 
learning to cook the Italian 
foods, including making my own 
pasta.

"Now I rarely open a can or 
a frozen dinner with the sad 
result that my husband will have
